Description: This pair of rowhouses was united behind a continuous facade
treatment in the late 19th century. A stone cornice separates the upper floors
from the storefronts, which date from the mid to late 1960's. Both have plate
glass curtain walls with steel and glass off-center doors. The spandrel below
the lower cornice has flat panels of black glass at 340 and vertical wood
siding at 342 on which signs of applied lettering are attached. Between the
two stores 1s an entrance door to the uprer floor offices, with a glass panel
door and a transom with segmental arched bar. The upper stories have a stucco
exterior. Each building has identical window units composed of tripartite
windows on each floor separated by a cornice. The side windows have center
pivots and transoms. The central window is a single plate. Between the two
units on each floor is a 1/1 window with a plain frame. The cornice is
bracketed. A single pedimented dormer remains in the roof of No. 340.

The facade of 340-342 North Charles is primarily of interest because of
its cornice and upper floor windows. These convey a feeling of the late 19th
century in a less sophisticated way than the surrounding Classical Revival
facades.

The first story consists of three rectangular doors,
two in store fronts with large one pane windows. The main
door to the building is in the center with a small circular
window above, There is a door to the far left for one store
and one to the center right for the other, There are no
stoopsjvestibulesjor porches,

The second and third stories are the same, There are
two large bays, one on either side of a small, 1x2, window

in the center per story, The windows in the senter have
wooden sills but no linteliig. The bays consist of pne large
pane flanked by rectangular light windows, 1x2, They have
straight arched wooden lintels and wooden sills,

In the gabled roof are situated one dormfr window off
center to the X¥I¥KX left and two common bond brick chimneys,
one far to the left and one off center right., The dormér
window has two pilasters wﬁ%i undetermined order and an archr
pane.

This building is in proportion in height yet it seems
squatter than the other buildings on Charles street.
